Every year there are around 17,000 cases of gonorrhea in Illinois. Gonorrhea can cause an infection in the anus, 
eyes, mouth, penis, throat, urinary tract or uterus and is transmitted through unprotected anal, oral and vaginal sex.  
Many women and men with gonorrhea do not have symptoms.  
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Who has gonorrhea? Cases are: 
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Untreated Gonorrhea

Can cause infertility 
Can spread to blood, 

heart, skin and joints 
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
